Germany Not To Seek Parity 
With Britain on the High Seas 


BERLIN, 
von Ribbentrop, elevated to the rank 
of ambassador extraordinary, went to 
London today to assure the British 
they would have a free hand on the 
high seas so far as Germany is con- 


With Rear Admiral Schuster and 


| two assistants, Von Ribbentrop will 


begin Tuesday to unfold to the Brit- 
ish Der Fuehrer’s paper navy, for 
which he is seeking Britain’s bless- 
ing. 

Von Ribbentrop, Hitler's expert on 
disarmament affairs, is also expected 
to discuss in London a proposed air 
pact. 

Hitler, by his own public announce- 
ment, has no intention of renewing the 
former kaiser’s era of challenging 
Great Britain's sea power. 

Germany's naval proposals, it was 
indicated, will follow the lines Hitler 
laid down in his reichstag speech May 
21. In the air the nazi leader wants 
parity with the strongest western pow- 
er—France—and presumably proposes 
mutual assistance in case of an at- 
tack from the air. 

A copy of the proposal is being 
sent to London. It is said to con-

tions. 

Although the proposal calls for lim- 
itation of air fleets, nazi officials say 
they think the result will be an agree- 
ment among the powers not to build 
further than they have already done 
and that it will not mean the scrap- 
ping of planes already built. While 
Germany officially claims to have air 
parity now with Great Britain (and 
some experts doubt she is that far 
along) she is still well behind the 
French strength.

RE-REFORM WASHINGTON, June 2.—The course of re- 

| formation of the New Deal is now fixed. No defi- 
nite announcement is being made because President Roosevelt does 
not wish to tié his hands to it in public just yet. Details remain 
to be ironed out. Freedom of action must be maintained. But his 
mind, his purpose and his method of reviving his New Deal have 
been personally determined. 

He will go through the motions of having congress pass some 
makeshift substitute laws. One of these will seek to re-institute 
the code system by voluntary co-operation among business groups, 
probably under supervision of a powerless government commission. 

The legal approach will be through a redefinition by congréss 
of the “allowable limits of combination.’’ Essentially it will be an 
amendment of the anti-trust laws, although it may not be called that. 
It will encourage the formation of business associations with well- 
defined objectives fixed by congress, preserving as much as pos- 
sible of the NRA principles. It will not preserve much. 

The administration will make no claim that it will meet the

A second step will be proposed to meet the

Its legal approach will be through a state from goods produced 
in other states under labor standards below its own. = This 
legal principle already has been approved by the supreme court in 
prohibition cases. The same basic idéa is embodied in the Hawes- 
Cooper act covering convict-made goods. 

This means that the states would be encouraged to make their 
own NRA laws, and that the government would assume the power 
of enforcing them. 

For instance, the New York state legislature would be asked to 
fix maximum working hours and minimum wages.

identical or better than those of New York. The effect would be to 
cause all states to adopt identical minimum wage-maximum hour 


provisions. 
: It would require weeks, if not months, to obtain such state 


action. 


NECESSITY No New Dealer is very proud of these two ideas,

REAL PURPOSE What all this heads up to is a drive by the 
New Deal to amend the interstate commerce 


clause of the constitution. This is the only way in which the New 
Deal can be saved. The foremost men among the New Dealers now 
confess it privately. 

What has happened in the past week is that the president has 
discovered that the supreme court has given him an issue. It knocked 
the legal props out from under his whole show. He had built nearly 
all of it on the ground that the federal government has the power 
to regulate anything affecting interstate commerce. The court said 
that- interstate commerce regulation applies only to goods actually 
in transit; that is, actual interstate commerce, not theorétical inter- 
state commerce. 

This bundled the whole question of a New Deal into one com- 
posite issue. It swept aside all the formidable natural objections to 
some phases of the New Deal issue. It implied the whole thing, the 
good parts and the bad, was not constitutional. This is conceded to 
be strictly correct. The court merely gave thé constitution a proper 
literal interpretation, instead of winking at the issue, as it did in

Timber wolves are seldom found 
nowadays except in the Rocky moun- 
tain region, and in heavy forest lands 
of Canada and northern parts of the 
United States. | 

Wolves are relatives of dogs, and 
are classed in the same general fam- 
ily. They have five toes on the front 
feet, and four toes on the hind feet. 
The same is the case with most dogs, 
‘though some hunting dogs have only 
four toes on the front feet.
